Wikersham Makes Plans for Inquiry 


Into the Grand Trunk and New

"Washington, Nov. 21.—Attorney Gen- 


eral \Vickersham probably will com- 
plete his preparations for an extensive 
direct investigation of the proposed 
traffic agreement between the Grand 
Trunk railway of Canada and the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road at a conference here, .tomorrow 
with United States Attorney Wise of 
New York and Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Adkins, who has charge of the in- 
quiry.

It developed today thai. In case the 


department of justice ultimately moves 
against ihe roads, the action in all 
jrojmbllity will be in the nature of ;. 
criminal prosecution. Officials are un- 
able to see what could be accomplished 
by a civil suit because the federal gov- 
ernment could, not force the Grand 
Trunk to complete the extensions said 
to have been Abandoned In southern 
New England.

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The Progress of the R. R. War in Massachusetts. 


For the past two weeks all New England has been stirred' 


over an imaginary railroad war, and all because at, one stage 
of the fighting one side appeared to have routed the enemy, 
and in fact it was claimed that President Mellen of "the New 
Haven had dealt the Grand Trunk a death blow. An innocent 
news dispatch from Providence, R. 1., started this railroad war. 
The story has occupied the front pages of the hysterical Boston 
press when it was announced that all work had been suspended 
on the construction of the Southern New England railway and 
ever'since/ ~Lik"e a flash" came^Vsubsequent report/that the 
cessation of Avgk;Ayasatetoa deal between the two/oads, and 
after ten days o¥ sfafemfents"from bbth^s'ides1 the'^facts sim- 
mered down appeared to be that President E. J. Chamberlin 
of the Grand -Trunk railway, the successor of Charles M. 
Hayes, who lost his life on the Titanic, found it impossible to 
raise the immense amount of cash necessary for all the pro- 
posed lines contemplated by Mr. Hayes. As a result negotia- 
tions had been started for the joint use of tracks of the New 
Haven and the Boston and Maine which would permit the 
Grand Trunk to reach every section of New England. This 
•was borne out by official statements from both heads, and also 
that the proposed construction to Providence would be built. 
These statements only aroused the ire of the small politicians 
in Boston and Rhode Island, and they have been smashing 
right and. left, with threats pf investigations and all sorts of 
sensational stories, with the result that the. government is to 
look into the facts and ascertain if any portions of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust/Act have been violated. 


New Hampshire has been sitting tight in .this controversy, 


because-the State is assured -tMt J/,'§F agreement is reached 
between the Grand Trunk and the Boston and Maine that it 
will result in a double-tracking of the Northern Railroad," and 
possibly a double-tracking df all otherportions, which will.give 
this State and the North country much better facilities than 
were planned by the original single-track Grand Trunk line. 


Savage attacks have'been made in Massachusetts and 


other sections upon President Mellen and Vice-Presidenl 
Byrnes by the yellow press and some of the usually sober, 
deep-thinking and impartial Massachusetts press, without giv- 
ing the situation the careful study that it required. The people 
of Massachusetts should have known that the Grand Trunk's 
original, through President Hayes, of entering sections of New 
England, was because of his desire to smash somebody con- 
nected with the New Haven Railroad Co., for personal reasons, 
and that with the death* of President Hayes the Grand Trunk 
corporation'(and as a railroad in mileage equipment it does 
not compare either with the New Haven or Boston and Maine 
separately) found itself with only a personal fight on its hands 
and handicapped for funds. In. fact, the Grand Trunk railroac 
has had government assistance in all its new construction ir 
Canada, and in spite of the fact that it pays less wages and 
other expenses are much less accordingly, it lias been unable to 
swing its finances without a great deal of trouble. The situa- 
tion immediately impressed Mr. Chamberlin as one useless for 
his road and his plan, if carried put, would be.much-better..for 
New England, and Boston in particular, than any scheme tha 
President Hayes had started. 
Sane business men and every 


railroad man knew that the proposed lines as planned by the 
Grand Trunk could not earn the interest on the capital in- 
vested and would'not be self-supporting roads. The tommy- 
rot of the candidates for political office in Massachusetts abou 
the immense business that the Grand Trunk would bring over 
these new lines makes ..the average New Hampshire farmer 
snicker.
